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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The information disclosure statement and the amendment B filed 04/1 8/03 have 
been fully considered and made of record as papers numbered 7 and 9. 



2. Sakai et al. (US 5,580,619), applicants' admitted prior art show in Fig. 1 , a device 
comprising a substrate 1 10 with a device region (region 7) defined thereon; an active 
component 8 on a surface of the substrate in the device region; a cap 120 mounted on 
the substrate to form a package; the cap 120 creates a cavity over the device region to 
seal the active components 8; and a spacer particles 3 placed between the substrate 
and the cap. However, Sakai et al fail to teach that the spacer particles are fixed to the 
active components 8 , and the spacer particles prevent the cap 120 from contacting the 
active component 8 as claimed in claim 1 . 



3. Claims 1-16, 24-26, and 56-68 are allowed.
